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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
glow plug or flame monitor with successively changeable energy amount supply during 
a ramp time interval coupled to a control unit with the feature wherein the control unit is 
operative for determining a resistance value of the glow plug or flame monitor during the 
glow plug ramp time interval, for comparing the resistance value determined to a 
threshold value Rqs, and for generating a flame-out signal when the threshold value Rgs 
is not reached during the glow plug ramp time interval is not found in the prior art either 
singly or in combination. This considered patentably distinct feature is found in each 
independent claims 1 and 15. The closest prior art is considered Michaud et al. (US 
4,352,656) which discloses a control first signal which activates a gas controlled 
appliance by delivering to a first logic circuit and a first delay signal producing a delay 
signal delivered to a gas supply control valve circuit.
